Dear Ms. Lawrenz: 

You ask whether certain information is subject to required public disclosure under the 
Public Information Act (the “Act”), chapter 552 of the Government Code. Your request was 
assigned ID# 778531. 

The Madison County Sheriffs Department (the “department") received a request for 
information pertaining to a specified incident. Although you take no position as to whether 
the submitted information is excepted under the Act, you ask whether the submitted 
information is subject to the Act. We have reviewed the submitted information. 

Section 552.002(a) of the Government Code defines “public information" as information that 
is written, produced, collected, assembled, or maintained under a law or ordinance or in 
connection with the transaction of official business: 

(1) by a governmental body; 

(2) for a governmental body and the governmental body: 

(A) owns the information; 

(B) has a right of access to the information; or 
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(C) spends or contributes public money for the purpose of writing, 
producing, collecting, assembling, or maintaining the information; or 

(3) by an individual officer or employee of a governmental body in the 
officer’s or employee’s official capacity and the information pertains to 
official business of the governmental body. 

Gov t Code § 552.002(a). Thus, virtually all of the information in a governmental body's 
physical possession constitutes public information and thus is subject to the Act. Id. 
§ 552.002(a)(1); see Open Records Decision Nos. 549 at 4 (1990), 514 at 1-2 (1988). The 
Act also encompasses information that a governmental body does not physically possess. 
Inlormation that is written, produced, collected, assembled, or maintained by a third party, 
including an individual officer or employee of a governmental body in his or her official 
capacity, may be subject to disclosure under the Act if a governmental body owns, has a right 
of access, or spends or contributes public money for the puipose of writing, producing, 
collecting, assembling, or maintaining the information. Gov’t Code § 552.002(a); see Open 
Records Decision No. 462 at 4 (1987). Information is “in connection with the transaction 
of official business” if the information is created by, transmitted to, received by, or 
maintained by a person or entity performing official business or a government function on 
behalf of a governmental body and the information pertains to official business of the 
governmental body. See Gov’t Code § 552.002(a-l). Moreover, section 552.001 of the Act 
provides that it is the policy of this state that each person is entitled, unless otherwise 
expressly provided by law, at all times to complete information about the affairs of 
government and the official acts of public officials and employees. See id. § 552.001(a). 
Upon review, we find the submitted information was produced, collected, assembled, or 
maintained by a department employee in the employee’s official capacity and pertains to 
official department business. Accordingly, we will consider whether this information is 
subject to disclosure under the Act. 1 

Section 552.101 of the Government Code excepts from disclosure “information considered 
to be confidential by law, either constitutional, statutory, or by judicial decision.” Gov't 
Code § 552.101. Section 552.101 encompasses the doctrine of common-law privacy. Indus. 
Found, v. Tex. Indus. Accident Bd., 540 S.W.2d 668, 685 (Tex. 1976). Under the 
common-law right of privacy, an individual has a right to be free from the publicizing of 
private affairs in which the public has no legitimate concern. Id. at 682. The Third Court 
of Appeals has concluded public citizens’ dates of birth are protected by common-law 
privacy pursuant to section 552.101. Paxton v. City of Dallas. No. 03-13-00546-CV, 2015 
WL 3394061, at *3 (Tex. App.—Austin May 22, 2015, pet. denied) (mem. op.). However, 
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because ‘"the right of privacy is purely personal,” that right “terminates upon the death ot the 
person whose privacy is invaded.” Moore v. Charles B. Pierce Film Enters., Inc. , 589 
S W 2d 489 491 (l ex. Civ. App.— Texarkana 1979, writ ref d n.r.e.); see also Justice v. 
Belo Broadcasting Carp., 472 F. Supp. 145, 147 (N.D. Tex. 1979) (“action for invasion of 
privacy can be maintained only by a living individual whose privacy is invaded” (quoting 
RESTATEMENT (SECOND) OF TORTS § 6521 (1977)); Attorney General Opinions 
JM-229 (1984) (“the right of privacy lapses upon death”), FI-917 (1976) (“We are ... ol the 
opinion that the Texas courts would follow the almost uniform rule of other jurisdictions that 
the right of privacy lapses upon death.”); Open Records Decision No. 272 (1981) (“the right 
of privacy is personal and lapses upon death”). Thus, information pertaining solely to a 
deceased individual may not be withheld under section 552.101 of the Government Code in 
conjunction with common-law privacy. Thus, the department must withhold the dates ot 
birth of living individuals under section 552.101 of the Government Code in conjunction 
with common-law privacy. The department must release the remaining information. 

This letter ruling is limited to the particular information at issue in this request and limited 
to the facts as presented to us; therefore, this ruling must not be relied upon as a previous 
determination regarding any other information or any other circumstances. 

This ruling triggers important deadlines regarding the rights and responsibilities of the 
governmental body and of the requestor. For more information concerning those rights 
and responsibilities, please visit our website at lulp://www .texasatU > rncygeneral.gov7Qpei v 
orj inline inlo.shtml . or call the Office of the Attorney General’s Open Government 
Hotline, toll free, at (877) 673-6839.
